GUAM, styling himself Governor, of
Sou 111 Carolina, dated at Headquarters. Colnmbia,South Carolina, May 1SG5, declaring
that all subsistence stores aud the property of
the Confederate States within the limits of the
State should be turned over and accounted for * q
by the Agents of the State, appointed for that
purpose, and directing .that the' subsistence
and other stores shall be used for the belief of
lite people of the State} and the proclamation of
Joseph E. Liown styling himself Governor of
Georgia, dated at the estpitaJ of that State, on

the 3d day of May, 1865, requiring the officers
and members of the General Assembly to meet
in extraordinary session jit the Capitol, in
Millodsrcvillle, on Monday! the 22d day of
M.iy, 1S65: ami the proclamation of A. L.Allison,.styling liimsclf Acting Governorvof Florida,Mated at Tallahassee, on the 8th. (jay of
April, 1805, giving notice and direction that
au election will be held on Wednesday, the
7th day of Jiiue, 1S65 for Governor of the £
Slate of Florida; arc, each and all of, them
declared mil and void; it haviug become fcuowft
to me, from trustworthy information, tliafc the
aforesaid A.G. iMagrath, Joseph £. Lrown and
A. K. Allison, are. disloyal to the United Stateshaving committed sundry and divers acts .

of treason against the same, iu adhering ^
to

their enemies, giving them any aid comfort.
The persons and peoples, to whom the proclaraaiionshereinabove-referred to have been

respectively addressed, are therefore enjoined
ami commanded to give tip heed whatever there-
10, or to anj orucrs prociuiiuuiuus, wiimiiasionsor comiiiancls, emanating from persons
chiming'thc riglit to cxcrsisc tlio functions and
authority of Governor in cither of the States
of South Carolina, Georgia or Florida, uulesS'
the same shall have been promulgated by the
advice or consent of the Chited States authorities.

II. The policy and wishes of tlio General
Government toward thc^pcoplc of these States,
and the method which should be pursued by
them in resuming or asssuming the exercise of
their political rights, will doubtless be made
known at an early day.

It'is deemed sufficient, meanwhile, to airnotincethat the people of the black race are

free citizens of the United States, .that it its
the fixed intention of a wise and beneficed
Uovcrnmoiit to protect tncra in me eDjoymeuu.
of their freedom ami the fruits of their- iiuhuh»
try, and that it is the manifest and binding
duty of all citizens, whites as weil as blacJiSy,tio
to make sud/Sirrangemcnts among tlioinaehicfs,
for compensated labor, as shall be muraialtly
advantageous to all parties. Neither uiDbueea
uor vagrancy will be tolerated, and thie <wiweruwentwill not extend pecuniary aid tte> aeay
persons, whether white or black, who..-erne nmwillingto Iielp> themselves;.
